6.—The statue of 
Gen. James Shields, presented to Congress 
by the State of Illinois and unveiled in Statu- 
ary Hall this afternoon, stands in the south-

on each side bythe statues of the distin- 
guished heroes of other States enshrined 
there im the nation’s sanctuary. On the 
right are the erect fgure of Gen, Phil Kear- 
mney, the tall, angular form of Lincoln (ex- 
quisitely molded in mardie by Vinnie Ream 
at Alexander Hall) and John Winthrop; on 
the left Richard Stockton, George Clinton of 
New Tork. Roger Williams, 
Ool. Lamar ot Vermont, giocrious old Bim 
Allen of Ohio and the martyred Garfield. 

The Shields statue is a bronze military 
Ogure of heroic size on a granite pedestal, 
on the front of which are the words: 

GEN. JAMES SHIELDS. 
„ WARRIOR, JURIST, STATESMAN.

The statue ie regarded as lifelike. It istands 
with bead erect, the left hand resting easily

HERO OF TWO WARS. 

Gen. James Shields’ history was picturesque 
and checkered. He enjoyed the distinction 
of being the hero of two wars, of having 
represented in the United States Senate 
three States—IIlinois, Minnesota and Mis- 
souri—of having been Governor of a fourth 
Oregon—and having begun a career, cut 


short by the war, ma fifth—California. His 
last public act was to preside over a political 
vention in still another State— Wisconsin. 

6 was born in ireland in 1810 and came to 
this country in 1826. During those early days 
in Illinois he chalienged Abraham Lincoln to 

a dyel, the cause of which has always 

something of a mystery. Lincoln ac- 
cepted the challenge and named broad 
swordsasthe weapons, but the duel never 
came of. Versonally Gen. Shields was said 
to be a brilliant, dashing feliow, brave as a 
lion in battle, with a heart as soft as a 
woman's. In disposition he was roving and 
adventurous, a man whose personality held 
the imagination and fascinated the eye,

GROWING ANXIOUS. 


German Bondholders ofthe Oregon Rail- 
way and Navigation Co. 

BERLIN, Dec. 6.—A meeting of the German 
bondholders of the Oregon Railway and Nav. 
igation Co., of which concern, it is claimed, 
the largest number of shares are held in Ger- 
many, was convened this morning at the of. 
fices of the Berlin Buorse. 

The meeting was called on account of the 
non-payment of December coupons, accord- 
ing to the report received in Berlin, of the 
Union Pacific Kailroad. To-day’s meeting 
was convened by the Deutsche Bank, and 
there is considerable feeling among German 
bondholders of the road referred to, who 
claim that their interests are seriously 
threatened by the attitude of the 


receivers. Herr Siemens of the Deutsche 
Bank, and Dr. Barth reada long report on 
the situation, which gaid the fact that the 
Decem ber 1 were not to be paid 4 
nothing to frighten une bondholders. A- 
though they might be in a very disagreeable 
position, itt was only temporarily. The 
Oregon Rallway a Navigation Co., the 
repcrt continued, commercially in a 
happy sition, as it was the Union Pacific’s 
oniy outlet to the coast. It was added that 
the character of the country forbids a paral- 
lel line, and that the traffic of the Oregon 
Rallway and Navigation Oo, can never be 
taken away from it. 

The. report then explains in detail the 
exact holding of the Union Pacific ta the 
Oregon Railway & Navigation Co., and 
shows the financial condition of the latter, 
together with its earnings since 1887. Con- 
tinuing, the report says that the decrease of 
the present year is partly in consequence of 
the crisis trom which the whole of America, 
and 34 the West, was suffering, but 
which is now passing away. 

The report also saysit may be confidently 
expected that the Union Pacific, even in the 
hands of a receiver, will make a proposal by 
which the contro]-ofthe Oregon Rallway & 
Navigation Co. is secured to it under con- 
ditions acceptable to the Oregon Rallway 
& Navigation CO. 

It was added that it may possibly be in the 
interests of the latter to make the Oregon 
Rellway 4 Navigation Co, an independent 
company and ina position to make arrange- 
ments with the Northern and Central Pacific, 
whichever was the most advisable. 

The meeting approved the report and 
elected a committee composed of Bankers 
Herrs Siemens, Heleft, Altmann, Happen- 
staedt and Ahormez Oswald to represent 
their interests, with full powertoact. The 
bonds were deposited in the Deutsche Bank. 


SALARY GRAB DENIED. 


OMAHA, Neb., Dec. 6.—In the United 
States District Court this morning, Judge 
Dundy denied the application of the receiv- 


ers of the Union Pacific for an order fixing 
their salaries at $16,000 each per annum. 

The Judge also made an order requirin 
the receivers to deposit funds only in Unite 
States depositories. They were instructed to 
turn over to the Treasurer of the road soffi- 
cient funds to operate the corporation. 


THE HOWARD CASE. 


The Celebrated Defendant Arraigned for 
the Second Trial. 


Jackson, Tenn., Dec. 6.—The second trial 
of the celebrated Howard case commenced in 
the Federal Court here at 10 o’clock this 
morning. Defendant made an application 
fora continuance, which was overruled by 
the court. 

The attendance is as large and the interest 
manifested is as great as it wasin the first 
trial. 

Defendant has employed additional local 
counsel and will contest every inch of 
ground to the end.

PUZZLED ST. LOUISANS. 


Clifton’s Real Name Is Edward Clifton 
Lee and He Ned From St. Louis to 
Escape the Wife He faa Abandoned 
in the East—The Clergyman Was Satl- 
ing Under False Colors in This City— 


Story of the Oase. 


Rev. E. O. Clifton, whose mysterious dis- 
appearance in 1687, while a member of the 
Broadway Mission under the management of 
the Second Baptist Church, shocked the peo- 
ple of st. Louis and neighboring points in 
Illinois, has been located, clif- 
ton posed as an apostate grad - 
uate of a Catholic college situated at 
some pointin Maryland, who, having aban- 
dohed the faith, was diScountenanced by his 
superiors in the college and the 
church. He shortly afterward became 
infatuated by the charms of a young 
lady whom he subsequently married 
and who bore him a child. The young 
mother, so Clifton is said to ha ve represented 
tointimate associates at the Broadway Mis- 
sion, with her babe diedin child-birth, and 
he olaimed the grief drove him to dissipa- 
tion and to the associations of gamblers, 
with whom he spent several years 
in New York and other East- 
ern cities. Finally drifting west- 
ward he turned up in St. Louls, where he 
decided to renounce hisevil habits. He at 
once joined the Broadway Mission, an in- 
stitution under the fostering care of the 
Second Baptist Church, with whose members 
young Olifton soon becamea great favorite. 
He was highly educated, brilliant with his 
pen and eloquent in the pulpit. Ina few 
months Clifton was regularly ordained 
as a Baptist minister by Rev. 
Dr. Green. The ung man was at once 
assigned to mission workin East St. Louis 
and East Carondelet, where he succeeded in 
stirring the latent religious sentiments of 
the numerous sinners at these two points, 
and church organizations were effected. 
Clifton’s n grew rapidly and he was 
soon the idolof his people whereevver he 
preached. 

CLIFTON’S DISAPPEARANCE. 

His gorous attacks, however 
upon nls Catholic brethren and 
especially in the immoral practices he al- 
le were ca d on inthe convents and 
other Oatholic institutions, soon incurred 
the tre of Rev. Fr. Phelan, editor of the 
Western Watchman, who through the columns 
of his paper handled Rev. Ulifton without 

Rev. Phelan’s editorials aroused the 
oung minister, who entered into a 
and acrimonious controversy 
was interrupted in 
November, 1887, y the mysterious 
disappearance of Clifton from the city and 
an abandonment of his East St. Louis and 
East Carondelet fiocks. All inquirg concern- 
ing his whereabouts falled to develop any 
clew to his place of retreat. Rev. Dr. Boyd, 
pastor ofthe Second Baptist Church, took 
the matter in hand and with the assistance 
of leading members of his congregation 
secured the aid of a detective agency 
to locate the clergyman, if possible, and if 
hehad been foully dealt with, as was very 
strongly surmised, to place the guilt upon 
the proper party or parties. Every clew was, 
however, in turn, exhausted without suc- 
cess and after weeks and months had passed 
the case was finally dropped as hopeiess and 
Clifton was soon forgotten dy all save the 
immediate members of the mission 
and Second Baptist Church who 
have ever since delle ved him 
murdered by some — any or number of 
individuals whose feelings had been aroused 
by the young apostate’s merciless attacks 
upon their faith and the purity of their cher- 
ished institutions. 
THE CLERGYMAN LOCATED. 

It now transpires that all the clews 
and theories advanced were wide of 
the mark, and that Cliftom’s story con- 
cerning the death of his wife at St. Vin- 
cent, „ where he was educated for the 

riesthood, was all a subtie fabrication.

ARE PRINCIPALLY TRAMPS. 


Contractor Heman Replies te His Work- 
men at the Chain of Rocks. 


The committee of the Knights of Labor ap- 
pointed to callon Mayor Walbridge and ask 
him to investigate the condition of 
the workmen employed by the He- 
man Bros., city contractors at the Chain of 
Rocks had not materialized up to 1 o’clock 
this afternoon. 

It 1s charged that the men employed on the 
new water works at the Chain of Rocks are 
compelled to sleep on cold, damp floors, are 
poorly fed, beaten at times with clubs and 
systematically swindled out of their money. 

Mr. John C. Heman was seen at his office 


822 and asked it he had any explanation 
o make: 

»The best answer that could be atven the 
public to these ‘unwarranted charges, he 
said, woula be the report of a committee 
appointed by the Mayor to investigate the 
camp at the Chain of Rocks, Ihope he will 
pursue this course. He willl then see what 
—— have to contend with to get our work 

one. 

In what respect?’’ 

The class of men we are compelled to 
handle. Asarule they are nothing buta lot 
of drifting, harmless tramps, who come 
there to seek work—not because they want 
to work—but simply to get well fed fora day 
or two and then they are off.’’ 4 

‘*Why do you employ this class? 

‘*Because we cannot get the better class of 
laborers to work up there. They prefer em- 
ployment in the city, and we could not afford 
to give them sufficient wages to induce them 
to work at the Chain of Rocks.’’ 

‘*What do you pay the mien?’’ 

‘‘The ordinary laborers cet $1.50 per day, 
and often we have to supply them with the 
necessary clothes before they are in a condi- 
tion to work at all. 5 

Do they have to board at the camp? 

Of course not, but as a matter of neces- 
sity they find it more convenient. We charge 
them $4 per week for board, and I will guar- 
antee the food is better in every way than 
any they could get elsewhere for twice the 
amount. We all eat the same, and 1 vo 
it is good enough for me. 

Wat about your shop that they call the 
plucking store?“ 

That is run solely for their convenience. 
We do not seek to make anything out of It. 
Many of the men when they firaz come there 
want tobacco or something offthe kind and 
have nomoney. We give t a ticket in 
the nature of a railroad or commutation 

which can be punched. They 
for $1 worth of anything 
they see nt to urchase, and 
ifthe tickets are not used we will redeem 
them. Itisreally a protection for them as 
two-thirds of them when they get their 
money go off and get druuk, spend it all and 
occasionally have to lay up at the hospital 
of the Sisters of St. Mary until they can work 
again. If it were not for these good sisters, 
Idon’t know what some of these fellows 
would do.“ 

Mr. Frank Hunkins who was standing in 
Mr. Heman’s office at the time, said he had 
frequently been outto thecamp and taken 
meals there. The food was all that could be 
desired. 

Mr. Heman further stated that some of the 
men who sought and obtained work there 
had to be discharged on account of their 
filthy habits. 

„They are so infernaliy lazy,“ he said 
that they tumble into bed with clothes and 
boots on at the end ofthe day’s work, and 
even gesofaras to befoul the rooms in 
which they sieep. — ge wg cattle at times 
and have to be treated as suck. A certain 
class of the workmen, however, 
are all right. As an ins ce 
of this I can show youa dozen or more who 
have been with us out there since the work 
began, three years ago, and who can tell 
you what treatment they receive. I think 
this movement was inspired by the union 
men because we refused to employ them ex- 
clusivety. We could not do it.“ 

In conclusion Mr. Heman again said he 
hoped the Mayor would investigate. Mayor 
Walbridge said to-day that even if the 
charges were true he did notseethat he 
could do anything. 

Mr. McMath, President of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, said theonly thing the 
city could do if the charges were sustained 
would be to refuse to allow the use of city 
property for the camp.

Result /of = Conference Between the 
B s of Arbitration of New York and 
Mew Jersey and President Wilbur of 
the Greatiy Damaged Road—General 
Labor News. 


BETHLEHEM, Pa., Dec. 6.—The great strike 
on the Lehigh Valley Road was declared off 
at8o’clock this morning, both sides making 
concessions. This action was the result of a 
conference between a joint committee com- 
posed of members of the Board of Arbitra- 
tion of New York and New Jersey on the one 
hand and President Wilbur ot the Lehigh 
road on the other, 

The conference, which lasted three days, 
was also participated in by the chiefs of the 
local and national organizations which took 
part in the strike. 

The terms of the agreement are embodied 
in the following correspondence, which was 
made public after the announcement that 
the strike had been declared off: 

SOUTH BETHLEHEM, Pa., Dec. 5. 
ZE. F. Wilbur, President Lehigh Valley Patiway: 


DEAR Strn—The State Boards of Arbitration of New 
York and New Jersey desire to know whether, if 


the existing strike is declared off, the Lenigh Vale’ 


ley Railroad will agree to take back as many of their 
old employes as they can find piaces for without 

rejudice om acceunt of the fact that they struck or 
hatthey are members of any labor organization; 
that in re-empioying the men formerly in the ser- 
vice the avalabie time shall be so divided among the 
men empleyed that they may feel they are again in 
the employ of the company and self-supporting; 
that in poking promotions hereafter the company 
wiil make no distinetien between the new men now 
in ite employ and those re-employed on account’ of 
seniority im service or otherwise that were in the 
employ of the railroad committees from the various 
employes from the branches of the service in which 
the aggrieved party is employed and their griev- 
ances considered and justiy treated, and that in 
employing mea in the future the company 
will give preference to former employes, when 
the strike is declared off. We further think that to 
prevent misapprebensions the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road Co should confirm the rules posted by Mr. 
Voorhees, Aug. 7 last, as First Vice-President of 
the Philadeiphie & Reading Railroad Co. We be- 
lieve thas these suggestions are reasonable, and 
that if — are accepted by your compauy tke 
present strike will be at onee ter inated.

Congressman Forman Describes the R 
cent Coppinger-Rogers Affray at Alton. 


Congressman W. S. Forman of the Twenty- 
first Illinois District arrived in St. Louis 
yesterday from Nashville, III., and regis- 
tered at the Laclede. Congressman 
Forman was one of the witnesses to the 
affray in Doran’s saloon, Alton, III., 


on Friday afternoon last in which ex-Senator 
John J. Coppinger shot Col. A. F. Rogers, a 
prominent IIIinois politician. Mr. Forman 
was in the saloon at the time of the shooting 
and will be a witness on the case if proceea- 
ingsare brought. When asked his version 
of the sensational affair Congressman For- 
man said: ‘‘I went to Alton to investigate 
some post-office matters, and when I heard 
that Mr. Coppinger was in the city I started 
out tofind himand located him at Doran’s 
saloon, which also has a restaurant attached 
to it. had a talk with both Mr. Coppinger 
and Col. Rogers about appointments o st- 
masters in Alton and Upper Alton and left 
them, apparently in a bumor, 
to take my lunch in the restaurant 
in the rear of the saloon. I had hardl 
taken my seat when I heard loud talking an 
looked around just in time to see Col. Rogers 
strike Senator Coppinger over the head with 
acane.

UNION PACIFIC CASE. 


The Arguments Closed and Judge Phelps 
Takes the Matter Under Advisement. 
The case of the Union Pacific Railway Co 

and the Western Union Telegraph Co. vs. the 

United States was concluded with Judge John 

F. Dillon’s argument and the handing in of 

briefein the Court of Appeals last evening. 

The court took the case under advisement, 

but it is not probable that a decision will be 

announced until the latter part of 
this month or some time in January.

The manifesto is aimed at what the officers 


of the league say is a concerted movement 
of the Catholic Charch fora share of the pubD- 
lic school funds. 

The General Secretary of the league is the 
Rev. Dr. James M. King. The special event, 
he says, which has called forth this manifes- 
to is a Dill which is now ready for presenta- 
tion atthe coming session of the Legisiature. 
Dr. King exhibited a copy of this bill, which 
he said was an entirely new one in the Legis- 
lature of this State—an attempt to divert the 

ublic school funds from their rightful ob- 

ect. This bill in effect provides that sec- 

tarian schoois which are free to all and 
which come uptothe educational standard 
of the public schools shall be entitled to a 
share’’ of the public school funds. It does 
not stipulate what that snare shall be, 

This bill, said Dr, King, is now drawn 
up and in proper a for presentation to 
the Legisiature. Asimilar billis to be pre- 
sented to the Maryland Legisiature, It may 
also be presented in other States. Weare 
convinced that it represents a concerted 
movement of the Catholic Church. Cardinal 
Gibbons has absolutely refused to be inter- 
viewed on the subject. The simultaneous 
appearance of these two Dilis in New York 
and Maryland shows that the time is con- 
sidered ripe for the delayed attempt to share 
the public school funds. The league intends 
to defeat this purpose if possible.’’ 

The bill which is to be presented tothe New 
York Legisiature, as exiibited by Dr. King, 
was printed firstina Catholic weekly paper 
of this city about a week age. Dr. King said 
that the forthcoming manifestoof the League 
would give the bill the widest possibie pub- 
licity. At the same time he said that it was 
proposed to urge the adoption of a constitu- 
tionalamendment which would henceforth 
make such sectarian legislation impossible. 

An elaborate though secret campaign has 
already been conducted by the League for 
this purpose. Every candidate for the Con- 
stitutional Convention to be held in May had, 
said Dr. King, been communicated with on 
tue subject. More than 160 of these had, said 
Dr. King, replied tothe League by letter and 
a large number favored the pro; osition. 

** As it is now in this state, said Dr. King, 
„Simple act ofthe Legislature will suffice to 
give public funds to any church orsect. The 
state, indeed, could build and maintain a 
church. Now, the league is not opposed to 
the Catholic any more than to any other 
church. Many Catholics belong to it. But 
it is opposed to encroachments of any church 
upon religious liberty, the entire separation of 
Church and State being the foundation-stone 
of the league. Our purpose is to secure the 
adoption of a constitutional amendment in 
this State which shall embody this principle 
in the organe law. With such a provision in 
the United’ States Constitution and in the 
coustitutions of all the States there would be 
no further need of this league.“ — 

Here is the amendment which it is proposed 
by the league shall be engrafted upon the 
Federal Constitution: 

No State shall pass any law respecting an estab- 
lishment of religion, or prohibiting the er- 

thareot, or use its property or credit or any 

by taxation, or authorize either to be 

purpose of founding maintaining or 

aiding, by appropriation. payment for services, ex- 

peneés or otherwise, any ehureh, religious derzomi- 

nation or religious society, or any iastitution, soci- 

, oty or undertaking which is wholly of in part under 
sectarian or ecclesiastical control. 

This amendment was drawn up by the Law 
Committee of the league, consisting of Wil- 
liam Allen Butler, Cephas Brainerd, Dorman 
B. Eaton and Henry R. Howland. A copy of 
this was sent during the late campaign to 
every candidate nominated in this State for 
the Constitutional Convention, It was in- 
closed ina letter asking c:tegorical ques- 
tions of the candidates, many of whom filled 
out the blanks and returned their answers. 
One of these questions was thjs: Do you 
believe it Wise for controverted questions of 
denominational ecclesiastical claims to be 
settled by political majorities?’’ Candidates 
were also asked if they ‘‘believed it wise 
for the State to introduce the disturbin 
factor of controversy as to religious belie 
into politics.’’ Inis, it was alleged, was 
done by legislation which forces upon 
magistrates and police justices the consider- 
ation of the religious beliefs of parents and

New York, while the Hebrew Benovelent 
Orphan Asylum received $78,000, The totais 
for ten years showed that four institutions in 
the city had receivedan aggregate of over 
$1,000,000 apiece during that time. The 
Foundling Asylum ofthe Sisters of Charity 
had received in ten vears $2,641,998.02, the 
New York Catholic lrotestory had received 
$2,462,500, the New You:. Juvenile Asylum re 
ceived in ten years $1,101, 250 and the Nursery 
and Child’s Hospital received $1,043. 500. The 
latter two were classed as ‘‘andenomina- 
tional. 

The totals for ten years, according to this 
table, showed that the Catholic institutions 
had received $5,526,733,34; the Protestant in- 
stitutions. $365,467.34; the Hebrew institu- 
tions, $1,106,363. 23, and the undenominational 
institutions. 34. 770,09. 49. Included in this 
total was a deficiency appropriation in 1886 
and 1887 of $850,000, and the grand total of the 
ten years, paic out to the various institutions 
named was $12,119,373.40. This did not in- 
clude special appropriation from the Excise 
Fund“ ofthe city, which this year amounts 
to over $60,000, of which the table issued by 
the league shows $50,889.48 was granted to 
Roman Catholic institutions. 

These figures were all placed in the hands 
of the delegates to the Constitutional Con- 
vention, together with the proposed amend- 
ment, which would make such a division in 
the future impossibie. In the campaign 
which is now being inaugurated by the 
league these figures will be largely used and 
scattered among the voters of the State. 

Among other things the league is in favor 
ot the taxation of church property. It says 
that it secured the adoption of its non-secta- 
rian amendment into the constitution of sev- 
eral states. More than twenty Stases, how- 
ever, remain without such a prohibition in 
the organic law, and until that is secured, to- 
gether with the adoption of the amendment 
to the Federal Constitution, the league pro- 
poses to keep up the fight. The opening of 
its big headquarters in the new building up- 
town is supposed to indicate the possession 
of ample funds.

The State Veterinarian, Dr. rer in 
his report to the board, says that this Is- 
ease is infectious, not communicable from 
animal to animal, but having a common ori- 
gin due to the peculiar nature of the germ 
which causes it. Itiscaused by a certain 
form of bacterial life, known as baceillus an- 
thracis, This baccillus is rod shaped, one 
five-thousandth to one twenty-five-hundreths 
ofan inch in length and one twenty-fve- 
thousandth of an inch in diameter. Under 
favorable conditions of temperature, such 
as the blood of a ling animal 
resents, these rods break into segments, 

nally into spore-bearing filaments. Within 
the living animal thege{bacill!l, or rods, take 
up oxygen from the vi leld up.ear- 
bonic acid for certain 
conditions o 
fected animal, that fs — 
coagulation, and ie ey ecom pos 
bacillus hag a peculiar life history. 
are believed to produce some poiso 
stance, which causes the sickness of the ani. 
mal, but they may dle within the lifetime of 
the affected animal; then the animal has only 
to survive the bad effects of the germ while it 
has been in existence, and thus recover. If 
however, the growth of this bacillus is very 
rapid, the annual succumbs in a short time, 
possibly afew hours, This bacillus grows a 
spore seed almost like peasin a pod. These 
spores survive the life of the bacillus outside 
of the animal body and a very rarely grow 
during the life of the aMicted animal. The 
bacillus will not grow spores within tne 
animal, neither will it surviva putrefaction 
of the animal body, but if the bacillus is ex- 

osed to the atmosphere, spores rapidly 

orm and these actually constitute the seeds 
for the future propagation of the disease. By 
burying the animal the spores are simply 
preserved. The disease is usnally ueseribed 
under the forms appoplectic, acute and 
sub · acute. 

This disease existed in Clay County to a 
limited extent for the past seven years, in 


one year. Dead animals were left on the 
op of the ground to decay. Some were 
thrown into gullies, from which the rains 
washed them into streams later on. The dis- 
ease was thus carried down the Little 
Wabash River, and it extended along its 
tributaries for miles, infecting a strip of 
country about fifty miles long and thirty 
miles wide. 

The plan adopted by the board to fight this 
disease proved successful. — caused lo- 
cal boards ot health to be organized in all the 
counties in which the disease appeared. Call- 
ing to their ald Dr. J. W. Scott, secretary of 
the State Board of Health, strict rules were 
adopted providing forthe cremation of the 
bodies ofall animals dying of this disease 
and the prompt Gisinfection of all intected 

emises,. Thebodiesof all dead animals 
were dragged out of the creeks, ravines and 
woods and burned. All that died were im- 
mediately cremated. Funeral fires blazed all 
over the country. Within three weeks’ time 
the-plague was virtuaily stayed, although 
there Was no great change in the condition 
ofthe weather. Boards of health should 
maintain their vigilance, as neglect to burn 
the dead animals may cause another serious 
outbreak. Eight men were seriously affected 
by thts disease.

Mrs. Elvira Fouke Johnson died suddenly 
this forenoon at the residence of her son, 
Gov. C. P. Jounson. Mrs. Johnson was one 
ot the oldest settlers of the Western country, 
having been born in Kaskaskia, III., in 1813, 
Her father was Marshal of the then Western 
Territory, now Illinois, having been ap- 
pointed by President Monroe. Her mother 


was an orphan raised by Gen. Edgar, who 
commanded tae troops of the T erritory, she 
having been left to his care by her father, 
who died from wounds inflicted by the In- 
dians during the St. Clair outbreak. 

Mrs. Johnson was married in 1829in the 
church which stood upon the site of the 
Temple building, in whichtwoof her sons 
have law offices. In 1829she wentto Belle- 
ville to live, the capital of the territory huv- 
ing been moved from Kaskaskia to Vandalia. 
In 1858, in order that her three surviving 
sons out of a family of eight might have the 
advantage of a college education, she re. 
movedto Lebanon, Mo, she followed her 
son, Gov. Johnson, to St. Louis in 1855, he 
having graduated and been admitted tothe 
bar. firs. Johnson leaves behind her three 
living sons, Chas. P.. Richard M. and John 
D. Johnson, twenty living grandchildren and 
twelve great grandehlaren. Her taking of 
was wholly unexpected and was due to heart 
failure. 

Mrs. Johnson wasalovable character and 
a devout Christain. During the war she was 
a staunch Union woman and put in a great 
part of her time inthe hospitals caring for 
the sick aud wounded. For many years she 
was president of the Guardian Home. she 
was a woman of strong mind and devoted to 
her children, who were also devoted to her. 
She will de buried in Belleville alongside of 
ber husband. The date of the funeral will 
be arranged as soon as her son, Jonn p 
Johnson, who is nowin New York, can be 
heard from.

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THE PENNY FOR THE POOR. 


The penny is always a very useful coin 
to the poor, especially in hard times like 
these. 

In other Jarge cities there are many who 
seldom handle a coin as valuable as the 5 
cent nickel. They make their purchases 
and sell their wares in terms of smaller 
coins. They keep themselves from want, 
not by the magnitude of their transactions 
and services, but by their multitude. 

Small services which might be paid for 
in pennies are not rendered if only nickels 
or dimes can be had. It is often impossi- 
ble for the needy to earn a single nickel, 
but with a smaller coin in circulation 
they can, if willing to work, earn many 
pennies in the course of aday. When 
business depression affects even the well- 
to-do classes, as at present, the nickels are 
carefully hoarded, but those notin actual 
want would be willing to help their more 
unfortunate brothers by employing them 
in work which otherwise would be left 
undone. Women, young girls and chil- 
dren are thus enabled to keep themselves 
from hunger, who might otherwise be left 
to starve or be compelled ‘to call for 
charity. 

We need penny prices. We need the 
penny loaf, penny fruit, even penny 
meals, but we cannot have them until 
people of all classes co-operate to put the 
penny itself into circulation. 

They who help to familiarize the com- 
munity with the little coin perform a 
public duty, especially imperative at this 
time, when so many are in actual want. 
It is a practical form of benevolence, bet- 

er than charity, because it will in many 
cases make charity unnecessary. In New 
York, London and other large cities theu- 
sands gather a support in pennies who 
would be helpless if there were no coins 
less valuable than dimes,

THE SENATE RULES, 

Business men, without regard to partisan 
prejudice or preference, are. anxious for a 
settlement of the tariff question. The 
trade depression continues, not through 
fear that duties will be marked up or 
marked down, but because the action of 
Congress is so ‘uncertain. Business can- 
not become much better than itis until 
this uncertainty is removed. 

For this reason it is to be hoped that the 
Wilson bill will be disposed of speedily, 
without mere partisan wrangling. The 
Democratic party is committed to the 
principle of the bill and all can be said 
that needs to be said in favor of the bill in 
ten days’ time. The opposition certainly 
needs no more than this to ventilate their 
opinions. The measure ought to go to the 
Senate by the middle of January. 

It is there that the real danger will be 
found. During the extra session several 
propositions were referred to the Commit- 
tee on Rules designed to regulate debate 
and prevent obstruction.

Lawyer-like, President Cleveland follows 
the precedent. He has confined himself 
to routine in his annual message in order 
to mass his ability on a single pointin the 
future. 

Only by some such hypothesis as this 
can the inordinate dullness of his latest 
official utterance be accounted for.

Van Alen and Cleveland. 
From the New York WoRLD. 


J. J. Van Alen has resigned his appoint- 


ment as Ambassador to Italy. 

In his letter of resignation he protests his 
innocence of any purpose to purchase office 
with money contributions to a campaign 
fund. But he also fully recognizes the im- 
propriety of acceptance in view of the fact 
thatthe men who speak for the character 
and conscience of the Democratic party have 
unanimously and very earnestly condemned 
the appointment as one unmistakably made 
im recognition of money service, and one, 
therefore, Gemoralizing and dangerous. 

In brief, Mr. Van Alen manifests a very 
decent self-respect by bowing respectfully to 
public opinion. 

Notso with President Cleveland. In his 
reply to Mr. Van Alén he permits himself to 
speak contemptuously of public opinion as 
malignant criticism’’ and as noise and 
clamor.’’ He knows perfectly that the pro- 
tests which he characterizes in these oppro- 
brious terms were those, as Mr. Van Alen 
himself says, of the men who represent 
the Intelligence and the integrity of the 
Democratic party. He knows that they rep- 
resent the sentiments of the men whose ad- 
miration of what they have believed to be his 
character and whose faith in his exalted 
view of public office have given him his 
career and have twice made him President. 

Whatever Mr. Van Alen’s personal charac- 
ter may be—and his resignation shows that 
itis at auy rate self-respecting—his nomina- 
tion to an AmbDassadorship, like Wana- 
maker’s appointment, could be attributed 
only toa species of purchase. Its tendency 
was to give to money a political power find 
potency belonging properly to personal 
merit. It was a long step towards the syste- 
matic purchase and sale of high office. It was 
a nomination unfit to be made by Mr. Cleve- 
land, and Mr. Cleveland must have known 
the fact when he made it, after months of de- 
liberation and in face of earnest protests 
from men who had aright to offer him ad- 
vice. 

Now that the beneficiary of his blunder has 
declined the appointment in avowed recog- 
nition of its condemnation by the moral 
sense of the country, the President still fur- 
ther and gratuitously insults the intelligence 
and the political virtue of his party by apply- 
ing to them the favorite epithets of ring pol - 
iticlans when they have no better answer to 
make to damaging criticism. 

The entire incident has been lamentable, 
but nothing init has deen so disheartening 
to men of upright minds as the tone the 
President adopts in his letter to Mr. Van 
Alen. 


Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Van Alen.

This correspondence between Mr. Van 
Alen of New York City and Newport and 
President Cleveland is of an extremely inter- 
esting character.

Green Hands on Railroads. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In Saturday’s paper, pagel, column 3, un- 
der ‘‘other disasters,’’ is the astonishing 
and amusing statement that it is alleged 
brotherhood men pull pins when a train is 
pulling up grade, and cause trainto partin 
several places. 

Brotherhood men must be mighty pvower- 
ful. Ordinary railroad men before pullinga 
pin when a train s still even on a level, 
(unless it was stopped by reversing the 
engine and without the use of brakes behind 
the pin to be pulled) have to signal the 
engine to ‘‘slack back.’’ 


The power of the engine that is pulling a} 


train up hillis notenough to pulla pin from 
one of the couplings if it were directly ap. 

lied. A Lebigh train pulls twenty-eight 
oads ordinarily. Each car weighs tons, 
each load is about twenty tons. Ihe whole 
burden of haulingevery car behindit falls 
on every coupling pin. Auld Nick couldn’t 
pull one of them. 

Down hill, with the cars 1 the en- 
gine, the pins can be pulled easily. In that 
case, though, it would harm naught were a 
train to break in two, as the rear end would 
simply follow the engine to the foot of the 
hill and stop. ' 0 

Green engineers are the most prolific source 
ot trains breaking in two, and such accli- 
dents are the most feared of any, though 
good men can guard against them. 

A poor engineer, or sometimes a good one, 
on an engine that is new to him, starts his 
train witha jerk, or jerks the train when 
**working steam,’’ thus weakening a draw- 
bar, or, if there ig frost in the iron, cracking 
A drumbhead or link or pin. Whenthe added 
strain of pulling up-hill comes the weakened 
3 yields, and lucky ‘tis if but one life pays 
the penalty. 

Good switchmenand brakemen are careful 
to use good pins and links. If they see a 
coupl'ng that looks weak they sometimes 
supplement it with chains. In case of a 
break they know whattodo Instantly; they 
can tell by the caboose lights it the rear end 
don’t keep up. They flag down the engine, if 
there is a chance of catching it, run back and 
do so, leaving fagmen to protect the road. 

Green men do not these things, neither can 
they. They are so fearful of themselves that 
they leave the rest of the world to take care 
or itself. It is green men that are piling up 
wreck and ruin on the Lehigh. A dozen 
good failroad men could wreck a road much 
easier, surer and without endangering life if 
they wished.

North St. Louie Dealers Appoint a Com 
mittee to Make This Request and Also 
to Ask That the Basket Men Be Made 
to Paya Peddler’s License and Have 
Their Coal Weighed. a 


The retall coal dealers—at least those of 
them who do business in North st. Louis—are 
up in arms against the basket men. whom 
they charge with seriously interfering 
with and injuring their trade. Basket 
men are coal peddiers who travel 
about the city with a coal wagon and sell the 
black diamonds just like any ordinary 
duckster would sell vegetables. These men 
about this season of the year start out early 
every morning, go to the railroad tracks and 
get a wagon of coal for 6 cents a 
bushel. Then they dish it out at 10 cents a 
basket. The basket they sell is supposed to 
be a bushel basket and although it may be 
in many cases there is no law to force these 
mento use a basket that really contains a 
bushel. In addition to using a short“ 
basket frequently some of these coal 
peddlers, it is claimed, haveanartistic way 
of piling the coal that cheats the purchaser 
considerably. It@s alleged they place two or 
three lumps in the bottom of the basket, 
place the largest lump they can find across 
this and then fill in the top and sides, giving 
the basket the appearance of being really 


full while it hardly contains more than half 


what it should, By this means some of these 
sharpers, it is claimed, often sell only tor ty 


pounds toa basket and by thus securing 
18 or 20 cents for what costs them 6 cents they 


make quite a snug little sum at the expense 
of the poor people. While the practice is 
not general, t is claimed is 
still of § freq occurrence. ny 
of those who indulge in it when 
told that their basket did not contain a 
bushel would say, itis stated: We didn’t 
say itdid. We’re just selling a basket full of 
coal.“ For this reason it is difficult 
to prosecute these offenders for fraud. T 
men operate under a thirty-days’ pe 
granted them py Mayor Walbridge, a 
the — month or so have made great inroads 
on those dealers who number many of the 
poorer classes among their customers, who 
carry on a legitimate business and who have 
to pay rent, taxes and other incidental ex- 
penses. 

NORTH ST. LOUIS COAL DEALERS. 

The North St. Louls coal dealers have been 
probably more severely effected by the bas- 
ket men’s operations than any other class 
of dealers. They have often talked 


of doing something to put a 
stop to this condition of things, 
and last Friday evening met at Louis H. 
Dieckman’s office on Thirteenth and 
Tyler streets to discuss their ariev- 
ances. Fourteen or Afteen 
ers were present, including 
L. H. Diekman, Hen Setkemeier. 
Boeckelman, John Nolde, F. W. Vogel, Will- 
lam Meyer, F. W. ipman and William God- 
frey. They did not formally organize, but 
appointed a committee consisting of Messrs. 
Dieckman,Godfrey and Setkemeler to call on 
Mayor Walbridge. This the committee will do 
to-day or to-morrow. They wiliask the Mayor 
to quit issuing these thirty day permits and 
revoke those already in use and 
make all those who care to 
sellcovl by the basket take out a peddler’s 
Heense of $80 a year. if they are suc- 
cessful in this, and possibly if they 
are not, they will next try to 
have the ordinances amended so as to bring 
these bushel baskets under the control of 
the Inspector of Weights and Measures 
and not allow any peddler to 
gell coal from a basket not previously meas- 
ured and stamped ascorrect by the Inspec- 
tor. 

ED. DEVOY ON THE ORDINANCE. 

Col. Ed. Devoy of Devoy 4 Fenerborn 
when asked what he thought 
the basket men, said: "oy 
lieve thelr operations may

No coal hauler or dealer or otber person shali sell 
coal in less quantity than twenty-five bushels with- 
out first havingthe same weighed on some public 
scale of the city * and ali persons violating 
the provisions of this sectien of this articie shall, for 
each offense, be fined not less more 
than $50. 

Now, lam a member of the Coal Dealers’ 
Committee which conferred with City Coun- 
selor Leverett Bell some eight years a 
when this ordinance was amended. 0 
actually agreed that it would be best 
to have all quantities of coal less 
than twenty-five bushels gowithoutweighing. 
By some unaccountable typographical error 
the ordinance was made to read that quanti- 
ties of coal’ less than twenty-five bushels 
should be welghed, the word ‘not’ being 
left out and the whole sense of the section 


changed. 


Council Proceedings. 

The City Gouncil met last night. 

Mr. Kotany, chairman of the Committee 
on Ways and Means, reada statement of the

ADMINISTRATION DISAPPOINTED. 

WASHINGTOX, D. C., Dec. 6.—The State Do- 
partment was evidently informed early yes- 
terday of the news received from Honolulu 
by way of Port Townsend, so far ag it con- 
veyed the intention of Minister Willis to take 
no further steps toward carrying out his in- 
structions until he should hear further from 
the department, but so far as it conveyed the 
public utterance in Honolulu by the Minister 
of his intentions, it was news to the 
Department, to the President and to his 
Cabinet. There were indications to show that 
it wos not agreeable news, and the im- 
pression was conveyed that the Administra- 
tion is rather disappointed at the manner in 
which Minister Willis has thus far conducted 
his mission, 

It is evident that the State Department re- 
celved dy last steamer (the Alameda) the 
news that Minister Willis had determined to 
Gefer the carrying out of his instructions un- 
tilhe had heard further from his Govern- 
ment. Itisa fair presumption that the rev- 
enue cutter Corwin carries to him the further 
nstraction for which he asks. The para- 
graph in the President’s message referring to 
Hawall was written after the additional in- 
structions to Ministor Willis had been dis- 
patched. This paragraph may be taken to 
refiect the spiritofthe instructions. By re- 


torring to this, it will be clearly seen that | 


whatever doubts or apprehensions Minister 
Willis may have expressed of the aceuracy or 
good foundation of the Blount report, Presi- 
dent Cleveland bas not lost any of his abso- 
lute faith in the accuracy of the Blount inves- 
tigation and the justice of his conclusions.

The fhip Stuck on the Sands and the 
Waves Broke Her to Pieces—Only One 
Man Rescued-—Six Persons Badly In- 
jured in a Street Car Collision at Chi- 
cago—Other Accidents . 


Bostoxn, Mass., Dec, 6.—News re- 
Ccelved from Highland Light, onethe 
Massachusetts coast, this afternoon reports 
the complete loss of the British vessel 
Jason andthe Growing of twenty-six of the 
twenty - seven men of her crew; 
when the ship went ashore the men took tothe 
rigging, where they remained until washed 
into the sea. Ali night the sea roared 
and raged high up on the sands, and theair 
shook with the thunderous tread of the 
curling waves as they tumbled onthe shore. 
It was a long night forthe watchers on the 
beach, and the first glimmering of light tha: 
foretold the coming day was eagerly halled. 
But when day broke it was seen that 
the ship had parted in the middle, 
and but one man was left 
aboard the doomed craft. Soon the part 
of the mast to which he bad 
been clinging was washed up on the 
beach and the watchers soon brought the 
wave-beaten body back to life. 

The ship was frst noticed struggling 
against the wind and waves, which finally 
strandedher of the sands yesterday afternoon 
ats8o’clock. At that time she was just off 
Cape Cod. A. biinding storm of rain and 
snow was raging, and the captain had lost 
control of his vessel. 

Life-saving crews from Highland &tation 
went to the rescue, but they failed 
to get a line to the men on the Jason. 

They sent a lineclosetothe men in the 
rigging, but they failed to secure it. 

The name of the man saved is Evans. The 
names ot the officers and members of the 
crew who perished are unknown, The vessel 
was la den with a cargo of jute. 

Later reports from the scene of the wreck 
say that when daylight came on this @porn- 
ing it was seen that theship had droken in 
twoamidships. Her main and mizzenmasts 
were gone. Only oue of ger crew has been 
saved and he was washed from the rigging 
and Drought ashore by the tremendous seas.
